that  Intrigued  the  Imagination  of 
America  years  ago,  and  which  once 
aerved  oa  every  Pullman  ear,  la  now 
oaly  a  memory,  aooordlay  to  the 
PullawB  News. 

The  steel  wheal  has  sueeeedad  the 
paper  eared  wheel  In  every  lostanee. 

The  public's  idea,  back  In  ISSO.  that 
the  papT  whcf  I  s  BiiperlorKy  wae  that 
the  p.-iper  centre  would  not  be  sus- 
ceptible to  the  expanding  and  con- 
tracting influeaoea  of  beat  and  cold 
was  a  misapprahenaion,  as  the  real 
reasoB  for  tta  valuo  lay  la  tha  deaden- 
ing of  sotud  uader  psmengir  ears, 
parUcnlarly  Pullmans.  It  was  sae- 
ceasful  for  :s  years  and  then  the  all- 
(«teel  wheel  beunn  to  tak**  lt«  place, 
until  today  there  la  not  a  paper  cored 

wheel  on  any  Pulmaa  ear,  aoeordlng 
to  the  News. 

In  manufacturing  the  paper  wheel 
comnaoa  atraWboard  paper,  such  as 
batehers  formerly  uaad  to  wrap  meat 
la.  wsa  needed.  At  Drst  IC  sheets 
were  placed  together,  dampened, 
presned  and  baked.  Three  aaetlona.  or 
*%  sheets,  were  thf-n  preesed  topether 
and  drier!  for  from  ^0  tu  90  In  a 

kiln.  The  final  procc*^  wa.^  to  take 
four  aectlons  of  4S  sheet*  or  192  and 
preea  tham  together.  Thla  made  up 
the  Mock  from  which  the  wheal  waa 
naade  aad  It  was  allowed  to  drjr  la 
the  kiln  ela  menthe. 

All  that  then  remained  was  to  turn 
this  block  on  a  lathe  until  it  attained 
the  deRired  spherical  form.  Thla 
paper  centre  would  be  incased  In  a 
uteel  tire  and  Bides,  the  latter  being 
clamped  together.  A  St-lnch  wheel 
with  a  J-lnch  tiro  weighed  about  1,07« 
peanda.  The  present  Pullaaaa  all* 
steel  wheal,  of  which  there  are  II 
under  each  ear,  la  36  inches  In  dlaaa« 
eter  and  welrhn  fliS  p.^m-H

CUMK  OF  MONOTONY 

^  report  of  the  British  Industrial 
^  gut  Kesearch  Board  draws  atten- 
tion in  a  somewhat  new  way  to  men- 
tal health  in  modern  industry.  There 
i^  a  section  of  the  report  dealing  with 
monotony  which  is  of  .exceptional  in- 
terest, inasmuch  as  all  worWrrs  will 
recognize  the  apparent  trutli  oi  t.u 
conclusions  reaelked.  For  instance, 
it  is  ?hom'n  that  there  arc  workers 
who  prefer  a  monotonous  occupation 
and  who  .disHke  "operations  involv- 
ing \hought  and  responsibility." 
These  are  the  type  whose  actions  are 
dissociated  from  their  thoughts  and 
who  find  a  repetitive  task,  which  in- 
volves no  decision  of  any  kind,  ex- 
actly suited  to  their  reqoirements. 
The  report  suggests  that  it  Is  pos- 
sible faults  in  the  educational  system 
are  responsible  for  the  production  of 
monotony-loving  iadividaals. 

The  mass  of  mankind  do(s  not  ap- 
prove of  nsonotony^  Its  inflaence  on 
health,  and  especklty  mental  health, 
i.4  something  that  has  not  yet  been 
Ukcn  sufficiently  into  account  in  the 
social  system.  The  report  to  which 
we  are  alluding  intimates  Chat  the 
"fool  proof  character  of  maal^  mod- 
ern indestrial  processes  has  become 
a  menace.  There  is  a  lack  of  either 

'cment  or  variety  in  different 
I  ia.sses  of  work.  The  report  says 
that  "it  is  not  repetition,  bvt  mean* 
inglfss  repetition,  that  kills."  Men 
and  women  for  the  most  part  live  on 
the  unexpected,  aad  it  is  eoojectared 
that  the  present  age  of  monotonous 
work  may  be  responsihie  for  so  great 
a  growth  of  the  gambling  instinct. 
I  nvestigation  shows  that  monotonous 
work  promof  ^^ti*'  since  lack  of 

interest  make  ,  Auik.  irksome.  In  too 
many  em^oyments  there  is  a  deadly 
routine  in  which  few  ffTorts  are  made 
to  provide  relief,  and  there  can  be 
little  fleestion  that  there  is  a  relation 
h'-'A^  the  monotoiiy  of  work  and 
ill  health,  especially  where  tempcra- 
mental  sabjecu  are  concerned.  The 
influence  which  the  mind  exercises 
on  muscle  in  relation  to  daily  em- 
ployntent  is  a  subject  well  worth 
study  by  every  employer  of  labor. 
Every  effort  should  be  made  to  rr 
lieve  monotony  and  to  introduce 
so«M  eleaMat  of  aaeertaiaty  or 
novelty,  no  matter  how  slight,  Iato 
the  daily  routine.

Mrs.  Bsrnett'a 
tianif  has  hfon  associated  With  phi- 
lanthropic orgaalsationa  for  nearly 
half  a  oentnrt.  had  thoagh  she  has 
only  raeaatly  taken  to  espreasing  her- 
self In  pahita.  aha  haa  always  token 
a  keen  interest  la  art.  Bhe  and  her
